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PREFACE 


The  earliest  emigrants  of  this  family  sailed  from  Rotterdam,  Holland, 
in  1683.  In  1959,  their  descendants,  the  Paul  Ruth  family,  returned  by  jet 
from  Amsterdam.  I  have  followed  this  family  from  the  pioneer  stage,  through 
political  and  religious  conflicts  to  the  present  electronic  age.  It  was  a  most 
rewarding  experience  to  read  about  these  people  in  history  books,  to  examine 
their  Bibles  and  records,  to  handle  their  precious  heirlooms  and  to  review 
their  wills  and  inventories.  It  has  given  me  a  sense  of  kinship  which  unites 
the  past  to  the  present. 

In  searching  for  proof  of  ancestry  some  notes  and  comments,  relating 
to  persons  of  the  same  surname,  were  found  attached  to  a  few  of  the  family 
records  and  genealogies.  This  information  was  incorporated  into  the  family 
digests.  In  any  work  of  this  type  some  mistakes  are  inevitable.  However, 
much  time  and  effort  was  given  to  make  each  recorded  fact  authentic.  Any 
discrepancy  or  departure  from  the  truth  is  unintentional.

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INTRODUCTION 

Since  generations  of  cultural  change  make  each  person  a  complicated 
phenomenan,  a  look  at  the  past  may  help  to  explain  the  present  and  to  some 
extent  predict  the  future. 

While  doing  research  on  a  historical  article,  I  saw  the  wedding  certificate 
of  my  father’s  grandparents,  Abraham  F.  Delp  and  Ann  Cassel.  Later  I  was 
shown  a  Cassel  history,  Ann’s  family  down  to  my  father  was  listed.  It  was 
suggested  that  with  a  complete  Delp  record  I  would  have  the  genealogical 
record  of  my  father’s  family.  It  takes  two  parents;  four  grandparents;  eight 
great;  sixteen  great,  great;  thirty -two  greater;  and  sixty-four  greatest  grand¬ 
parents  to  produce  an  individual  of  the  seventh  generation.  Getting  the 
unpublished  Delp  family  ancestoral  names,  found,  sorted,  and  arranged 
in  the  proper  generation  and  with  the  proper  number  of  children  was  not 
an  easy  task.  I  am  grateful  to  Mrs.  William  Delp  and  her  daughter-in-law 
Mabel  who  made  their  records  available.  They  had  thoughtfully  preserved 
all  the  records  of  William  who  inherited  these  papers  from  his  father 
George  and  grandfather  Abraham  Delp  in  whose  home  Hans  George  died. 
The  records  were  complete  to  the  third  generation.  No  enteries  were  made 
since  1890  except  for  the  Abraham  line.  So  on  the  authority  of  these  records 
an  accurate  account  of  the  Hans  and  Barbara  (Moyer)  Delp  family  are 
given  to  the  third  and  fourth  generation.  From  there  any  descendant  inter¬ 
ested  can  fill  in  to  the  present  and  so  have  their  own  genealogical  record. 

The  John  line  of  seven  sons  is  carried  a  generation  farther  with  his  son 
Samuel  to  the  sixth  generation,  and  Abraham  F.  through  to  1961. 

There  is  a  Cassel  History  written  by  Daniel  Cassel.  So  Hupert’s  family 
is  given  to  the  second  generation  followed  by  the  direct  ancestoral  line  of 
Ann  Kolb  Cassel.  History  of  the  Delp  family  is  given  first,  then  the  back¬ 
ground  of  the  Cassels  including  a  sketch  of  the  ancestoral  tree  where  each 
twig  represents  a  descendant  of  Ann  Cassel  and  Abraham  Freed  Delp. 
Samuel  Cassel  Delp  would  be  in  the  seventh  generation  of  the  Cassels  but 
only  in  the  fifth  generation  of  the  Delp  line.  So  his  children  are  listed  as 
sixth  generation,  etc. 

All  history  is  prologue  but  most  people  are  interested  in  the  eternal  now. 
So  to  make  this  a  more  readable  book  I  have  included  digests  of  sixteen 
related  pioneer  families  and  records  of  each  line  instead  of  genealogical 
charts.  Other  records  of  interest  are  also  included. 

May  we  not  boast  of  our  good  heritage,  but  accept  the  challenge  of 
following  their  example  of  Christian  fortitude  in  times  of  change  and  danger. 

A  poem  by  John  Greenleaf  Whittier  expresses  my  thoughts  very  well. 

“Let  the  young  generations  yet  to  be 
Look  kindly  upon  this. 

Think  how  your  fathers  left  their  native  land 
And  where  the  wild  beast  roams 
In  patience  planned 

New  forest  homes  beyond  the  mighty  sea. 

There  undisturbed  and  free 
To  live  as  brothers  of  one  family. 

What  pain  and  care  befell, 

What  trials  and  what  fears, 

Remember,  and  wherein  we  have  done  well 
Follow  our  footsteps,  men  of  coming  years;

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EUROPEAN  BACKGROUND 


To  get  the  background  of  Hans  George  or  John  George  Delp,  we  will 
go  back  to  the  time  of  Peter  and  Katharine  Delp  in  Klein  Bieberau,  Hesse 
Darmstadt,  Germany.  Even  as  late  as  1700  the  Palatinate  was  the  scene  of 
many  struggles  and  much  unhappiness  for  both  the  ruler  and  the  people. 
Until  very  recent  years  the  peasant  lot  in  Europe  was  the  same.  Land 
owners  owned  the  farms,  the  highest  position  a  peasant  could  hold  was 
head  farmer  which  position  was  inherited.  One  could  not  marry  out  of  his 
position.  Henry  C.  Vedder  in  his  book  The  Reformation  in  Germany  says: 
“The  Reformation  made  possible  the  new  spirit  of  the  modern  world.  That 
is  the  conviction  that  nothing  is  to  be  accepted  as  truth  merely  because  it 
is  old,  that  nothing  is  to  be  accepted  on  authority  save  the  authority  of  truth 
itself  and  that  the  Scriptures  are  the  only  authority  to  be  obeyed.  .  .  . 

The  Anabaptists  alone  had  penetrated  beneath  the  surface  of  traditional 
Christianity  and  comprehended  the  real  gospel  of  Jesus.  They  were  centuries 
in  advance  of  their  time  in  perceiving  that  the  Good  News  of  salvation  as 
taught  by  Jesus  was  a  social  gospel  and  that  its  acceptance  implied  and 
necessitated  a  reconstruction  of  society  until  all  its  institutions  could  endure 
the  measurement  of  the  Golden  Rule— In  a  word  the  Anabaptists  were  the 
only  reformers  of  the  sixteenth  century.”  Vedder  uses  the  term  Anabaptists 
broadly  including  Baptist,  Quakers,  Mennonites,  Dunkards,  and  a  few 
Evangelical  groups. 

In  the  fifteenth  century  the  Palatinate  became  Reformed,  but  it  was  not 
until  1635  that  they  were  allowed  to  build  churches  and  not  until  many 
years  later  that  the  government  gave  equal  recognition  with  Lutherans  and 
Catholics.  Ever  since  the  sixteenth  century  the  German  government  allowed 
the  Princes  and  Electors  who  governed  whole  communities  to  not  only 
decide  the  government  and  taxes  but  also  the  religious  worship  of  their 
subjects.  Tired  of  the  attacks  of  the  High  Lutheran  upon  the  lower  classes 
and  through  the  influence  of  Prince  Frederick  III  many  Germans  had  turned 
Reformed.  Some  of  these  feeling  the  Calvinistic  ideas  to  be  unscriptural 
but  not  willing  to  accept  some  of  the  methods  of  Baptists,  who  had  found 
refuge  in  the  Pfaltz,  they  formed  the  Evangelical  Reformed  Church.  The 
province  of  Bieberau  is  known  to  have  been  Evangelical  and  being  geographi¬ 
cally  situated  between  Frankfort  and  Heidelburg— east  of  the  Rhine— had 
its  share  of  suffering.  In  1689  Manheim  near  Darmstadt  was  utterly  des¬ 
troyed  by  the  French.  Twelve  hundred  villages  were  ravaged  and  burned. 
Forty  thousand  inhabitants  were  made  homeless.  Reformed  churches  were 
destroyed  and  Reformed  children  who  refused  to  go  to  Catholic  services 
were  beaten  with  rods  and  sometimes  driven  into  the  woods  in  winter  where 
some  perished.  In  1693  at  Heidelburg  the  Reformed  were  driven  into  their 
largest  church  until  it  was  packed.  The  door  was  then  locked  and  fire  set 
to  the  roof.  When  the  steeple  burned  and  the  bells  threatened  to  drop,  the 
doors  were  opened  again  but  many  had  died  of  fright  and  suffocation. 
(James  I.  Good,  History  of  Reformation  in  Germany .)  Although  the  Re¬ 
formed  church  had  gained  permission  to  build  churches  in  1635,  it  was  not 
until  1705  that  they  were  granted  these  rights,  only  to  have  their  churches 
closed  and  their  Catechism  taken.  In  1720  their  churches  were  given  back 
to  them  and  the  Catechism  again  allowed. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  this  is  the  time  Peter  and  Katharine  Delp 
lived  and  in  1718  Hans  George  was  born.  According  to  the  records  in  the 
Evangelical  Reformed  Church  at  Darmstadt  Hans  George  was  baptized 
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when  quite  young.  Could  it  be  that  the  zealous  parents  and  the  faithful 
neighbor  friends  that  accompanied  them  had  to  travel  secretly  or  were  in 
danger  of  the  authorities  as  they  made  their  long  journey  by  foot  or  oxcart 
to  the  church,  and  by  this  act  saved  their  son  for  the  Protestant  faith?  Kath¬ 
arine  and  Peter  must  have  taught  their  son  not  to  trust  in  man  made  institu¬ 
tions  but  in  the  living  God.  Just  why  George  left  Bieberau  to  come  to 
America,  I  do  not  know.  But  of  this  I  am  sure  that  God  led  him  to  Phila¬ 
delphia— and  to  the  Franconia  hillsides  which  are  very  much  like  those  of 
the  PfaJtz  along  the  Rhine.

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Will  of  George  Delp,  yeoman,  Franconia  Twsp.,  Philadelphia  County, 
Pa.  In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  George  Delp,  do  this  eleventh  day  of  De¬ 
cember  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  eighty  eight 
being  aged  but  of  a  sound  mind,  memory  and  understanding  (thanks  be 
given  to  God)  do  make  and  publish  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  the 
following  manner: 


I  commend  my  soul  into  the  hands  of  Almighty  God,  my  Creator, 
and  my  body  to  the  earth  to  be  decently  and  in  a  Christian  way  buried,  in 
hope  of  a  joyful  resurrection  through  the  merit  of  my  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
And  as  for  temporal  estate  wherewith  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  I  dis¬ 
pose  thereof  in  the  following  manner: 

FIRST,  I  order  my  just  debts  and  funeral  expenses  to  be  paid.  Then  I  give 
to  the  Mennonite  congregation  to  which  I  belong  the  sum  of  five  pounds 
to  be  given  to  the  poor,  to  my  oldest  son  Samuel  Delp  5  pounds,  to  my  son 
Abraham  Delp  my  plantation  on  which  I  reside,  146  acres  bounded  by  land 
owned  by  Christian  Funk,  Jacob  Oberholtzer,  Samuel  Moyer  and  others  for 
the  sum  of  700  pounds,  50  pounds  to  be  paid  one  month  after  my  decease 
and  50  pounds  yearly  until  all  is  paid.  To  my  son  Abraham  all  my  share  of 
the  Rye,  Buckwheat,  Indian  Corn,  and  Oats  which  may  be  in  the  field  or 
barn  and  all  the  hay  on  my  Plantation  at  the  time  of  my  decease. 

To  my  son  Isaac  Delp,  my  Plantation  of  150  acres  in  Lower  Salford  Twsp. 
for  600  pounds,  25  pounds  one  month  after  my  decease,  and  25  pounds 
yearly  for  three  years,  then  50  pounds  yearly  until  all  is  paid.  My  estate  in 
equal  shares  to  children:  Samuel,  George,  John,  Abraham,  Isaac,  Catherine 
and  Elisabeth. 


I  appoint  my  sons  George  and  Abraham  Delp,  and  son-in-law  Isaac  Der- 
stine  as  executors.

Johann  George  Delp,  son  of  Johannas  Peter  and  Katherine  Delp  was 
born  June  25,  1718  at  Klein  Bieberau,  Hesse  Darmstadt,  Germany.  A  bap¬ 
tismal  record  shows  he  was  baptized  in  the  Evangelical  Reformed  Church 
in  Darmstadt  on  June  28,  1718.  He  emigrated  to  America,  arriving  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  October  28,  1738,  on  the  ship  Billander  (Thistle).  He  was  natu¬ 
ralized  September  21,  1756.  He  married  Barbara,  daughter  of  Samuel 
Moyer,  a  pioneer  of  Franconia  Township.  Hans  and  Barbara  had  seven 
children. 

While  listed  on  arrival  as  a  weaver  he  soon  became  a  large  land  owner. 
The  first  deed  recorded  in  Philadelphia  is  for  one  hundred  and  forty-six 
acres,  on  the  Skippack,  purchased  from  Casper  Wister.  This  place  was  farmed 
by  his  son  Samuel  before  moving  to  Bucks  County  when  it  was  sold  to 
John.  On  the  same  record  sheet  is  recorded  a  deed  for  one  hundred  and 
forty  acres  and  some  perches  bought  from  his  father-in-law  Samuel  Moyer 
of  Harleysville.  This  farm  went  to  Abraham  with  whom  Hans  resided  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  It  is  from  this  farm  that  land  was  taken  for  the  present 
Delp  Burial  Ground  which  was  first  known  as  “Menninists  Burying  Field.” 
Again  he  sold  to  his  youngest  son  Isaac  one  hundred  and  forty  acres  in  what 
is  now  Hatfield  Township.  So  at  one  time  he  owned  at  least  three  large 
farms.  One  historian  lists  him  as  a  member  of  the  Frankford  Land  Com¬ 
pany.  If  this  is  the  case,  he  must  have  been  of  the  group  which  bought  out 
the  interest  from  those  who  never  came  to  America. 

Hans  made  his  will  December  11,  1788,  which  was  probated  October 
12,  1789.  He  designated  the  disposal  of  his  estate  among  his  children  re¬ 
questing  that  five  pounds  be  given  to  the  Mennonite  Church  for  the  use 
of  the  poor.  He  no  doubt  came  to  America,  with  the  Reformed  emigration,  in 
1738  but  found  his  home  among  the  plain  people  and  married  a  Mennonite 
girl.  While  there  were  divided  loyalties  during  the  Revolution  ( all  the  Delp 
boys  except  George,  served  in  the  Militia),  later  generations  have  mostly 
accepted  the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament  and  have  been  loyal  to  the 
Peace  Churches.  Hans  and  Barbara  are  buried  in  the  Delp  Cemetery.  A 
memorial  marker  was  placed  on  the  grounds  in  1959  by  the  Delp  descend¬ 
ants  of  Eastern  Pennsylvania. 

Hans  George  and  Barbara  (Moyer)  Delp  had  five  sons  and  two  daugh¬ 
ters.  The  oldest  daughter  Catherine  married  Isaac  Derstine,  son  of  Pioneer 
Michael  Derstine  of  Rockhill,  Pennsylvania.  They  are  both  buried  in  the 
Rockhill  Mennonite  Cemetery.  Catherine  was  born  Sept.  1,  1767  and  died 
Jan.  12,  1827.

William  Delp  b.  Aug.  17,  1867,  m.  Leah  Keppel  Aug.  12,  1902,  graduated 
from  West  Chester  State  Teachers  College  and  the  University  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  He  taught  school  at:  Hatboro;  ten  years  at  West  Chester;  Morristown, 
New  Jersey;  Philadelphia  Business  School;  and  Carlisle  Indian  School.  For 
twenty-six  years  he  was  supervising  principal  at  West  Reading  High  School, 
Reading,  Pennsylvania.  William  died  at  Reading  May  25,  1953.  William 
and  Leah  had  two  children:  Sara,  who  died  at  the  age  of  two,  and  Samuel 
Keppel  Delp,  who  married  Mabel  Emerick.  Samuel  was  superintendent  of 
Textile  Machine  Works,  Ashboro,  North  Carolina,  where  he  died  having 
served  the  company  for  twenty-eight  years. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Leah  and  Mabel,  the  records  kept  by  several 
generations  of  Delps  were  not  only  preserved  but  made  available  for  use  in 
the  preparation  of  this  manuscript.

JOHN  DELP  II 

II.  John,  third  son  of  Hans  and  Barbara  Delp  was  born  in  Lower  Salford 
Township,  Philadelphia  County,  Pa.,  June  20,  1750.  He  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Jacob  Krupp  of  Lower  Salford.  He  died  November  8,  1827  in 
Bucks  County,  Pa.  They  were  buried  in  the  Towamencin  Mennonite  Ceme¬ 
tery.  John  and  Elizabeth  had  seven  sons. 

In  1791  John  purchased  the  farm  on  the  Skippack  for  825  pounds  which 
is  equal  to  $3,993  or  $4,125.  In  1800  he  sold  the  same  farm  of  146  acres  to 
George  Heckler  for  1500  pounds  or  $7,260.  He  was  twice  one  of  the  town¬ 
ship  supervisors.  Much  more  is  not  known,  except  that  he  served  in  the 
Militia  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

After  selling  the  farm  on  the  Skippack,  it  is  said  he  moved  to  Shamokin. 
After  a  time  he  moved  back,  settling  in  Bucks  County.  He  then  dealt  in 
cattle.  He  made  his  will  Dec.  16,  1824  which  was  proven  Nov.  26,  1827  and 
is  on  record  in  Doylestown,  Pa.  His  three  sons,  John,  Isaac,  and  Samuel 
were  his  executors.  The  seven  sons  are:  George,  Jacob,  Abraham,  John, 
Isaac,  Samuel,  and  Henry.

It  was  his  cousin  Michael  Delp  (son  of  Samuel)  who  owned 
the  land  on  which  the  first  slate  quarry  was  opened  and  operated 
in  the  Bangor  Valley.

Costumes  of  1850 
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Cassel  Background 

In  the  Pfalz  west  of  the  Rhine,  Germany  is  Kreisheim,  where  a  Men- 
nonite  preacher  by  the  name  of  Yelles  Kassel  lived.  He  was  born  in  the 
year  of  1618  and  died  sometime  in  1681.  He  was  a  versatile  man  having  the 
foresight  of  preserving  his  thoughts  and  observations  in  writing.  The  content 
of  some  of  his  prayers,  written  in  poetry  form,  is  really  a  record  of  history 
lived  during  the  time  of  persecution  of  the  Anabaptists.  He  also  observed 
the  stars. 

His  grandson  Hupert  came  to  America  in  either  1715  or  1720.  Since  it 
was  not  necessary  to  register  prior  to  1727  we  have  no  record  of  ship  lists 
of  the  early  arrivals.  Another  note  of  interest  is  that,  thru  the  influence  of 
William  Penn,  the  Quaker  and  Mennonites  were  not  required  to  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance.  Many  of  the  first  settlers  were  naturalized  by  the  Prov¬ 
incial  Council.  Requirements  varied  except  that  applicants  were  expected 
to  be  members  of  a  Protestant  or  Reformed  Church.  It  was  also  necessary  to 
fill  in  the  date  of  their  last  communion.  Hupert  was  naturalized  Oct.  16,  1729. 

Two  brothers,  Johannes  and  Yelles  (or  Julian)  Cassel  came  later.  Yelles 
became  a  prominent  Mennonite  preacher  and  ancestor  to  a  long  line  of 
Cassels. 

Hupert  was  a  weaver  by  trade  and  first  settled  in  Germantown.  In  1725 
he  purchased  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  from  Dirk  Renberg,  at  Skippack. 
D.  K.  Cassel  in  one  of  his  manuscripts  states  that  Johannas  Cassel  (weaver 
of  Germantown)  was  a  brother  of  Yelles  the  preacher  at  Kreisheim.  This 
would  make  him  an  uncle  to  Hupert.  It  would  seem  logical  then  that  Hupert 
stayed  with  his  uncle  until  his  marriage.  His  will  is  dated  1745.  Historical 
documents  indicate  that  Sydge  (Susan  or  Mary)  was  the  widow  of  John 
Krey  with  four  children.  According  to  several  Historians,  she  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  pioneer  Herman  and  Hester  (Van  Rebber)  Up  Den  Graeff. 

The  Hupert  Cassels  occupied  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  in  Van  Bebbers 
Township  (Skippack)  which  was  part  of  the  6,166  acres  owned  by  Mathias 
Van  Bebber,  who  purchased  it  from  William  Penn.  In  1702  Van  Bebber  sold 
his  interest  to  Dirk  Renberg,  who  then  sold  to  various  settlers.

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ABRAHAM  FREED  DELP  IV 

Abraham,  son  of  Samuel  Krupp  and  Catherine  (Freed)  Delp,  was  born 
July  3,  1826  in  Franconia.  He  died  October  29,  1882  at  Newville,  New 
Britain  Township,  Pennsylvania.  He  married  Ann  (Kolb)  Cassel,  daughter  of 
Jesse  and  Catherine  (Kolb)  Cassel.  They  bought  land  that  had  been  part  of 
the  Swartley  Plantation,  from  Abraham  T.  Delp  who  built  the  present  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  original  one  room  stone  house.  A  copy  of  the  blueprint  of  the 
original  land  grant  bought  from  the  Penn  brothers  is  in  the  possession  of  the 
present  owners,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maurice  Twilley. 

Abraham  F.  was  a  cattle  dealer  or  “Drover”  in  the  days  when  it  was 
necessary  to  walk,  driving  the  cattle  across  streams  and  paths  which  served 
as  roads.  Some  trips  took  him  as  far  as  Ohio.  After  estimating  the  time 
needed  to  return  he  would  leave  with  instructions  to  post  the  day  of  sale. 
This  was  estimated  so  accurately  that  he  never  missed  a  sale. 

Some  of  the  grandchildren  remember  Ann  telling  some  thrillers  about 
their  grandfather’s  trips.  Evidently  he  used  to  stay  at  Inns,  and  Hostels 
overnight,  until  one  night  he  awoke  to  see  the  innkeeper  enter  the  room 
with  a  large  butcher  knife.  When  Mr.  Delp  demanded  what  he  wanted,  he 
excused  himself  saying  that  he  came  to  get  bacon  from  the  closet.  Ann  was 
glad  when  he  gave  up  being  a  “Drover.” 

Abraham  and  Ann  lived  through  difficult  times.  Being  involved  in  the 
heartbreak  of  the  Funkite  split,  they  were  torn  between  loyalties  and  con¬ 
viction.  They  did  not  affiliate  with  any  church  until  late  in  life.  Abraham 
was  baptized  on  his  death  bed  to  the  Herrite  faith. 

While  Ann  always  wore  the  prayer  head  covering,  she  was  not  baptized 
until  persuaded  by  her  second  husband  that  it  was  her  only  hope  of  meeting 
him  in  heaven.  She  became  a  member  of  the  Line  Lexington  Mennonite 
Congregation.  Abraham  and  Ann  are  buried  at  the  Towamencin  Mennonite 
Cemetery.  Although  their  lives  were  lived  simply,  they  gave  their  children 
a  heritage  rich  in  Faith  and  Courage.  Abraham  and  Ann  had  four  children: 
Katie,  Amanda,  Samuel,  and  Jesse  who  died  in  infancy.

V.  Samuel  Cassel  Delp  son  of  Abraham  Freed  and  Ann  (Cassel)  Delp  was 
born  October  3,  1853  at  Line  Lexington,  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania. 
He  married  Margaret  (Kindig)  Krupp  (b.  1855  d.  1931)  daughter  of  Henry 
and  Margaret  (Moyer)  Krupp.  He  was  said  to  have  been  of  slight  build, 
serious  minded  and  quick  in  action.  Caught  in  the  aftermath  of  the  Fun- 
kite  split,  he  affiliated  with  the  Herrite  church.  Even  though  he  moved  his 
family  to  Worcester,  Montg.,  County,  his  wife  remained  in  the  Mennonite 
fellowship.

The  following  English  translation  of  Yelles  Cassels  Poem  No.  1  was  found 
in  an  old  scrap  book  at  the  Penna.  Historical  Library,  Phi  la.,  Pa.  To  save 
space  only  part  of  the  lengthy  poem  is  copied. 

“O  Lord!  To  Thee  the  thots  of  all  hearts  are  known.  Into  Thy  hands  I 
commend  my  body  and  soul.  When  Thou  lookest  upon  me  with  Thy  mercy 
all  things  are  well  with  me. 

Thou  has  stricken  me  with  severe  illness,  which  is  a  rod  for  my  correction. 

Give  me  patience  and  resignation.  Forgive  all  my  sins  and  wickedness, 
Let  not  Thy  mercy  forsake  me.  Lay  not  on  me  more  than  I  can  bear.”  and 
continues,  “O  Lord  God!  Protect  me  in  this  time  of  war  and  danger,  that 
evil  men  may  not  do  with  me  as  they  wish.  Take  me  to  a  place  where  I  may 
be  concealed  from  them,  free  from  such  trials  and  cares.  My  wife  and 
children  too,  that  they  may  not  come  to  shame  at  their  hands.  Let  all  my 
dear  friends  find  mercy  from  Thee.”  After  noting  a  successful  flight  to 
Worms,  he  continues, 

“O  Dear  God  and  Lord!  To  Thee  be  all  thanks,  known  and  praise  for 
Thy  mercy  and  pity  which  Thou  has  shown  to  me  in  this  time.  Thou  hast 
protected  me  from  evil  men  as  from  my  heart  I  prayed  Thee.  Thou  has  led 
me  in  the  right  way  so  that  I  came  to  a  place,  where  I  was  concealed  from 
such  sorrows  and  cares.  Thou  has  kept  the  way  clear  till  I  reach  the  city, 
while  other  people  about  were  robbed  and  plundered. 

I  have  found  a  place  among  people  who  show  me  much  love  and  kind¬ 
ness.  Gather  us  into  Heaven  of  which  I  am  unworthy,  but  still  I  have  a  faith 
that  God  will  not  drive  me  into  the  Devil’s  kingdom  with  such  a  host  as 
that  which  now  in  this  land  with  murder  and  robbery  destroys  many  people 
in  many  places,  and  never  once  knows  how  it  may  stand  before  God  .  .  .  . 
Well  it  is  known  what  misery,  suffering,  plundering,  murdering  and  burn¬ 
ing.  Many  a  man  is  brought  into  pain  and  need  and  abused  even  to  death. 
Many  a  beautiful  home  is  destroyed.  The  clothes  are  torn  from  the  backs 
of  many  people.  Cattle  and  herds  are  taken  away.  Much  sorrow  and  com¬ 
plaint  have  been  heard.  The  beehives  are  broken  down,  the  wine  is  spilled.”

Pioneer  Family  Digests 

KASTLE,  KASSEL,  CASTLE,  CASSEL 

Since  names  often  indicate  the  occupation  or  dwelling  place  of  a  family 
it  would  seem  that  this  family  originally  were  Castle  dwellers,  or  keepers 
of  the  Castle.  The  Hubert  Cassel  family  traces  back  to  a  Mennonite  Preacher 
Yelles  Cassel,  of  Kreisheim,  Germany.  He  died  in  1681  leaving  a  large  collec¬ 
tion  of  poems  and  observations  written  in  German.  The  English  translation 
of  his  poem  number  one  is  included  in  this  book. 

The  Cassels  were  linen  weavers  by  trade  but  soon  settled  on  farms  in  the 
Perkiomen  Region.  Hupert  was  the  first  to  arrive  in  America.  Two  brothers 
Yelles  and  Johannes  came  later.  Yelles  became  a  prominent  Mennonite  min¬ 
ister  and  ancestor  to  a  long  line  of  Cassels.  Among  his  descandents  is  Jacob 
Cassel  Clemens,  well  known  school  teacher,  Mennonite  minister  at  Plains, 
Evangelist,  and  historian.  He  was  influential  in  having  a  Cassel  monument 
placed  in  the  Skippack  cemetery  near  the  graves  of  Yelles  and  Hupert. 

Hupert  married  Sydge  (Susan  or  Mary)  Op  den  Graeff.  They  shared 
their  home  with  the  brothers  until  each  could  settle  on  farms  of  their  own. 
Abram  Harley  Cassel,  historian,  is  a  descendant  of  Hupert,  as  is  Ann  Kolb 
Cassel. 


DELT,  DELB,  DELPP,  DELPH,  DELP  Pe|pe 

The  origin  or  the  meaning  of  this  name  is  not  known.  Records  show  a 
Delt  in  England  during  the  thirteenth  century;  Delft  and  Delph  in  Holland 
today;  a  Delbus  in  France  from  the  sixteenth  century;  and  Delb,  Delpp  and 
Delp  in  Germany  in  the  seventeenth  century  as  well  as  today;  while  the 
beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century  found  the  first  Delp  in  America. 
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FRIED,  FREID,  FREIDT,  FREED 

The  name  Freed  means  peace  or  peace  loving.  The  Emigrant  Freeds 
were  Mennonites  from  Bavaria.  The  most  comprehensive  records  of  this 
interesting  family  were  preserved  by  Isaac  G.  Freed.  He  says  that  Paul, 
John  and  Paul  Jr.  Freed  arrived  before  1727.  Peter  Freid  in  1732,  Hans  in 
1747,  Christian  in  1749,  Jacob  from  Amsterdam  in  1752,  and  Jacob  from 
Rotterdam  in  1752. 

If  his  findings  are  correct,  Jacob  of  Rotterdam  a  brother  of  John  and  the 
son  of  Jacob  who  sailed  from  Amsterdam,  married  Elizabeth  Helfle 
trager  and  settled  in  Bucks  county,  near  Quakertown,  Pa.  Buried  at  Drissels 
or  East  Swamp  Church,  Milford  township.  They  had  nine  children.  One 
son  Abram  married  a  Miss  Groff  and  had  five  children,  Abram,  Jacob,  Eliz¬ 
abeth  and  two  other  daughters.  One  married  Michael  Meiser,  the  other 
John  (?)  Delp.  This  is  the  only  Freed  of  that  period  married  to  a  Delp  with 
descendants  unknown.  After  several  years  of  futile  searching  among  all 
available  records  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  this  might  have  been  the 
Catherine  Freed  that  married  Samuel  (son  of  John)  Delp  and  the  mother 
of  Abraham  F.  Delp. 

YONSON,  JANSON,  JANSTON,  JOHNSON 

This  family  is  supposed  to  be  of  Dutch  origin,  tracing  their  ancestory 
to  the  Janson  in  Holland  or  the  Netherlands.  Some  of  these  suffered  martyr¬ 
dom  in  the  seventeenth  century. 

“Elbert  Janson,  a  tailer,  was  confined  with  others  in  prison  at  Amsterdam 
in  the  year  1549.  They  were  under  sentence  of  death  Tor  being  rebaptized 
and  having  wrong  notions  of  the  sacrament,  and  for  believing  that  one 
should  be  baptized  with  one’s  consent’  (for  being  an  Ana-baptist).  Many 
of  the  company  escaped  but  Janson  who  was  lame  said,  “I  am  now  so  well 
satisfied  to  be  offered  up  and  feel  myself  at  present  so  happy  that  I  do  not 
expect  to  be  hereafter  better  prepared.”  Mar.  20,  1549  he  was  burned  at  the 
stake  with  seven  others.— Baptist  Martyrs,  Vol.  12,  Perkiom  Region. 

Claus  Janson,  a  Mennonite,  b.  1658  d.  1745.  In  1691  as  a  settler  in  Ger¬ 
mantown,  he  applied  for  naturalization.  The  naturalization  was  granted  in 
1709.  He  later  moved  to  Skippack  in  what  is  now  Worcester  Township 
where  he  built  a  log  house.  Claus  was  twice  married.  A  son  Peter  married 
Catherine  Duck  (Dock)  dau.  of  Christopher  Dock.  A  daughter  Elizabeth 
married  Yelles  Cassel  ancestor  of  Ann  (Cassel)  Delp. 

Claus  and  his  brother  John  came  to  America  in  1685. 

John  Johnson  with  Casper  Wister  purchased  1000  acres  of  land  in  Lower 
Salford  Twsp.  on  Jan.  3,  1730.  But  in  November  of  the  same  year  he  sold  all 
of  his  interest  to  Wister.  John  (Jan)  married  Elizabeth  Papen.  Their  son 
Nicholas  married  Magdelina  Wisler.  They  are  the  parents  of  Magdelina 
Johnson  who  married  Hupert  Cassel. 

KELLER 

Since  no  genealogical  records  are  available  on  this  family  there  will  be  a 
listing  of  the  emigrant  names  and  the  year  of  their  arrival,  the  earliest  being 
at  New  York  in  1711. 

Frantz  Keller— 1711  Hans  Nicholas  Keller— 1736 

Johann  Keller— 1729  Hans  Jacob  Keller— 1738 

Joseph  and  Johan  Keller— 1738  Barnard  Keller— 1733 
Johan  Reinhard  Keller— 1728 

Early  Kellers  settled  near  and  founded  what  is  known  today  as  Kellers 
Church.  Milton  Keller  grandson  of  Samuel  Keller  married  Mae  (Nora) 
youngest  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Margaret  (Krupp)  Delp. 
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KINDRICH,  KOENIG,  KINDIG 

Martin  Kindig  arrived  with  seventy  families  of  three  hundred  people,  on 
the  ship  Molly,  September  30,  1727.  The  families  were  said  to  be  from  the 
Palatinate  on  the  Rhine.  No  further  information  could  be  obtained  except 
the  record  of  land  purchased.  A  wife,  Magdalene,  is  mentioned  in  the  deed. 
They  had  two  sons:  Martin  Jr.  and  John,  also  two  daughters  are  mentioned 
in  the  will.  Martin  died  December  9,  1762.  He  was  the  pioneer  ancestor  of 
Margaret  ( Kindig )  Krupp,  wife  of  Samuel  Cassel  Delp. 

CULP,  KULP,  KOLB 

Emigrants  Jacob,  Henry,  John,  and  Martin  Kolb  arrived  in  America  in 
1707.  These  four  brothers  were  the  sons  of  Dillman  Kolb  of  Wolfscheim, 
Germany.  They  had  lived  in  Manheim  before  setting  out  for  America.  They 
stayed  for  a  time  in  Germantown,  later  moving  to  Skippack  (then  Van 
Bebbers )  and  were  among  the  founders  of  the  Skippack  Mennonite  Meeting. 

Jacob  Kolb  was  married  to  Mary  Van  Sintern  in  the  old  log  Mennonite 
Church  in  Germantown,  by  Dirk  Keyser.  Jacob  was  accidently  killed  by  a 
falling  beam  on  his  farm  in  1739.  Jacob  and  Mary  were  the  ancestors  of 
Catherine  Kolb  who  married  Hupert  Cassel  IV. 

Henry,  one  of  the  elders  of  the  church-according  to  the  Boorse  History 
helped  to  prepare  the  English  translation  of  the  Confession  of  Faith  in  1727. 
Dillman,  a  brother,  came  later  and  became  a  prominent  minister  and  leader 
in  the  Mennonite  church.  Jacob  and  Henry  are  also  said  to  have  been 
ordained  to  either  the  office  of  minister  or  deacon.  All  four  names  are 
mentioned  as  trustees  when  the  Van  Bebbers  granted  100  acres  to  the 
Skippack  Mennonite  church.  ‘  It  shall  be  lawful  for  all  and  everv  inhabitant 
of  Bebbers  Township  to  build  a  schoolhouse  and  fence  in  sufficient  for  a 
burying  ground.  To  have  a  school  to  instruct  their  children  and  to  bury 
their  dead.  And  the  rent  is  to  be  one  shilling  and  four  pence.”— Scrapbook 

According  to  the  Klup-Kolb  History,  most  of  the  pioneer  Kolbs  were 
weavers  as  well  as  successful  farmers.  Henry  Kolb  is  the  pioneer  ancester 
of  Catherine  Kolb,  who  married  Jesse  Cassel,  father  of  Ann  Cassel. 

KROB,  GRUB,  GROB,  KROFT,  KRUPP 

This  very  interesting  family  evidently  originated  in  Berne,  Switzerland. 
In  1671,  due  to  religious  persecution,  they  fled  to  the  Palatanate  and  some 
to  Alsace.  The  Krupp  name  is  still  prominent  in  Germany.  Johann  Christian 
Croft  and  his  family  of  four  sons  and  Rosina  ( either  wife,  sister,  or  daughter ) 
arrived  at  Philadelphia  in  1729  on  the  ship  Allen. 

The  son  Jacob  married  Mary  Uplinger  and  settled  in  Lower  Salford 
Township.  He  was  naturalized  April  11,  1743.  The  following  is  copied  from 
an  old  history  by  Benjaman  Krupp  and  taken  from  the  records  of  Henry 
Krupp. 

“Daniel  Cropp  and  Christian  Kroft  emigrated  to  America  in  company 
with  Alexander  Mack  and  others  on  the  ship  Allen  in  1729.  Others  by  the 
same  name  emigrated  later.  When  the  German  edition  of  the  Martyrs 
Mirror  was  being  printed  in  1748,  this  Christian  Kroft  took  a  long  list  of 
the  names  of  Christians  who  had  been  imprisoned  at  Berne,  Switzerland. 
These  names  had  been  copied  from  the  prison  records  (or  Tower  book  at 
Berne)  by  a  Hans  H  (?)oersch  while  he  was  in  prison  dated  Sent.  26,  1667. 
A  copy  of  this  list  was  carefully  preserved  by  Christian  Kroft.” 

While  touring  in  Switzerland  in  1957  I  stood  on  the  top  of  the  “old  Castle 
prison.”  The  only  remaining  evidence  was  the  tower.  The  top  of  the  building, 
which  was  nearly  street  level,  has  been  turned  into  a  city  park.  It  was  with 
mixed  emotions  that  I  walked  to  the  edge  and  saw  the  small  portholes  in 
the  wall  which  were  the  only  means  of  ventilation  and  light  for  the  dungeons 
below.  There  were  no  doors  and  a  river  or  canal  flows  beside  it.  That  any 
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one  ever  escaped  past  the  guards,  is  evidence  that  not  all  guards  were 
against  the  Christian. 

Jacob  Krob  (Krupp)  was  at  one  time  a  supervisor  in  Lower  Salford 
Township,  and  is  the  pioneer  ancestor  of  Elizabeth  wife  of  John  Delp,  and 
Margaret  Krupp  wife  of  Samuel  Cassel  Delp. 

LAPP 

Not  much  is  known  of  the  early  history  of  the  Lapps  except  that  John 
Lapp  arrived  at  Philadelphia  on  the  ship  “Pink  Mary,”  Sept.  28,  1733.  On 
the  same  boat  was  listed  a  Rudolph  Lapp  under  sixteen  years  of  age.  John 

Lapp’s  wife  was  Catherine  .  There  is  record  of  only  one  son 

John  and  wife  whose  first  name  was  Mary. 

In  1769  John  and  Mary  purchased  one  hundred  acres  from  Ulrich  Brun¬ 
ner  and  wife  Fronica. 

The  only  information  about  the  pioneer  is  this  recording  “John  Lapp  a 
large  land  owner  on  the  southern  side  of  Montgomery  County  afterward 
moved  to  New  Britian  and  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Lapp  family  there.” 

In  1779  John  Lapp  sold  one  hundred  and  four  acres  to  John . . 

In  1785  John  Lapp  sold  his  farm  to  his  son  John.  This  is  the  pioneer  ancestory 
of  Mary  Lapp  who  married  Abram  K.  Delp. 

MUNZINGER,  MINESINGER,  MINNINGER 

The  meaning  of  this  name  is  “music  maker.”  There  were  people  by  this 
name  as  early  as  1711— John  Jacob  Minesinger,  and  Conrad  Minninger.  The 
Minningers  of  Montgomery  county  are  descendants  of  Joseph  Minninger  who 
with  his  brothers  John  and  Abram  emigrated  to  America  in  1734.  They 
settled  in  Germantown.  Among  his  descendants  are  Anna  —  daughter  of 
Joseph  of  Souderton,  Pa.,  who  married  Samuel  Krupp  Delp,  and  Gertrude- 
daughter  of  Joseph  Minninger  of  Hatfield,  Pa.,  who  married  J.  Howard 
Krupp  Delp. 

MYER,  MAER,  MEER,  MOYER 

Tradition  has  the  Moyer  family  originate  in  Switzerland.  Due  to  perse¬ 
cution  the  Anabaptists  abandoned  their  homes  and  fled  to  Holland.  Christian 
Meyer  of  Amsterdam  came  to  Philadelphia  early  in  1700.  Hans  is  supposed 
to  have  come  in  either  1708  or  1720.  These  brothers  bought  land  from  Der¬ 
rick  Johnson.  Many  people  trace  their  ancestry  back  to  these  two  pioneers. 

Just  what  relation  Samuel  Moyer  was  to  Hans  and  Christian  is  not 
known.  They  emigrated  around  the  same  time  and  all  three  bought  land 
from  James  Steel.  Some  claim  that  there  was  at  one  time  a  “Moyer  Folks” 
sect.  This  rumor  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  more  early  burials 
by  that  name  than  any  other  at  the  Delp  burial  grounds.  This  field  was 
first  known  as  the  “Mennonists  Burial  Field.” 

The  following  is  part  of  an  abstract  from  the  deed  of  Samuel  Moyer 
and  Barbara,  his  wife,  to  George  Delp,  a  son-in-law,  weaver  of  Lower 
Salford. 

“James  Steel  and  Martha,  his  wife,  by  certain  indentures  of  lease  and 
release  (Nov.  14,  1729,  date  on  release)  did  grant  unto  Samuel  Moyer  in 
as  in  and  by  these  recited  indentures  entered  in  the  roles  of  the 
office  at  Philadelphia,  Book  G.  Vols.  14  (12),  page  120.  Signed,  sealed  and 
delivered  in  the  presence  of  us.”  Signed  by  John  Christopher  Heebner, 
William  Nash,  together  with  their  marks  after  the  names  and  seals  of  Samuel 
and  Barbara  Mover.  Recorded  April  20,  1752. 

Samuel  and  Barbara  had  two  children,  both  daughters.  Barbara  married 
John  George  Delp.  Anna  married  a  Lantz  (maybe  Landes).  Samuel  made 
his  will  in  1763.  He  does  not  mention  Barbara  so  she  must  have  died  some¬ 
time  earlier. 
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ROOT,  ROTH,  RUTT,  RHUT,  RUTH 

This  most  interesting  family  probably  dates  back  to  one  of  the  earliest 
settlers.  One  account  reports  about  a  Ruth  who  survived  a  shipwreck,  and 
escaped  as  the  only  survivor  of  a  pirate  attack  before  1650. 

According  to  the  same  historian  Heinrich  Ruth  is  supposed  to  have  been 
in  America  before  1700.  There  are  many  later  emigrants  by  the  same  name. 
The  Ruths  were  of  the  Evangelical  Reformed  faith.  Henry  is  no  doubt  the 
pioneer  ancestor  of  the  Ruths  of  Rucks  and  Lancaster  Counties.  The  one 
descendant,  David,  of  Bucks  County  had  (among  others)  two  grandsons 
who  became  affiliated  with  the  Delp  family:  Michael  Ruth  had  a  son  John 
who  married  Kate,  daughter  of  Abraham  F.  and  Ann  (Cassel)  Delp;  Noah 
Ruth  had  a  son  Isaiah  who  married  the  other  daughter  Amanda.  After  the 
death  of  Abraham  Freed  Delp,  Ann,  a  widow,  married  Noah.  Noah  Ruth 
had  another  son  Joseph,  a  Mennonite  preacher  and  bishop  of  the  Franconia 
Conference  District  and  the  father  of  Margaret  Ruth  who  married  Henry 
Krupp  Delp. 

UP  DE  GRAVE,  OP  DEN  GRAEFF,  UP  DEN  GRAEFF 

Herman  Op  den  Graeff  was  born  Nov.  26,  1585  at  Aldekerk,  Lower 
Rhine,  Germany.  He  was  married  to  Grietje  Pletjes  on  Aug.  16,  1606.  They 
moved  to  Kreyfield.  This  Herman  was  a  delegate  from  the  Crefeld  District 
to  the  Council  of  Dortrecht,  April  21,  1632,  when  was  formulated  the  first 
Mennonite  Confession  of  Faith.  He  died  on  Dec.  27,  1642.  He  had  only  one 
son,  Isaac,  b.  1616— d.  1679.  All  Isaac’s  sons  (said  to  have  had  eighteen 
children)  took  the  name  Isaac  for  their  middle  name.  Four  of  his  children 
with  the  widow  came  to  America. 

Herman  Isaacs,  Dirk  Isaacs,  Abraham  Isaacs,  and  Margaret  Op  den 
Graeff  arrived  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  Oct.  6,  1683,  and  settled  in 
Germantown. 

Since  early  records  of  Germantown  Mennonites  have  been  lost,  it  has 
been  difficult  to  locate  any  records  of  Herman’s  children.  According  to  N. 
G.  Grubb,  there  were  historical  documents  found  showing  Herman  to  have 
had  a  daughter,  Sytge,  who  married  1.  John  Krey  and  2.  Hupert  Cassel 
and  so  became  a  pioneer  ancestor  to  all  Hupert  Cassel’s  descendants. 

The  three  brothers  were  linen  weavers.  Although  followers  of  the  Men¬ 
nonite  services  they  affiliated  with  the  Quakers  in  Germantown.  Dirk  Isaacs 
remained  with  the  Friends  until  his  death  in  1697.  When  Penn  issued  his 
charter  incorporating  Germantown,  Aug.  12,  1688,  charters  were  given  the 
three  brothers  and  eight  others.  Herman  served  as  the  first  Town  President. 
However,  Germantown  outgrew  the  dreams  of  the  pious  settlers  who 
founded  it  and  so  gladly  shared  their  blessings  with  others.  One  writer 
observed  that  Herman,  Dirk,  and  Abram  were  in  the  cave  of  Francis  Daniel 
Pastorius  where  they  cast  lots  for  their  respective  portion  of  land.  As  others 
joined  the  first  thirteen  families  in  Germantown  it  became  necessary  to 
resort  to  other  forms  of  regulation  of  the  towns  government.  Herman  soon 
moved  to  the  Perkiomen  Region  but  Abram  remained.  In  1701  Herman 
moved  to  Kent  County,  Maryland,  where  he  died  in  1704.  It  is  interesting 
to  find  the  name  Op  den  Graeff  mentioned  in  one  of  Whittier’s  poems  on 
the  settlement  of  Germantown. 

‘‘Or  talking  of  old  home  scenes,  Op  den  Graeff 
Teased  the  low  black  log  with  his  shodden  staff, 

Til  the  red  embers  broke  into  a  laugh. 

And  dance  of  flame  as  if  they  feign  would  cheer 
The  rugged  face,  half  tender,  half  austere, 

Touched  with  the  pathos  of  a  homesick  tear.” 
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Costumes  of  1800 


PAPEN 

Heivert  ( Howard )  Papen  emigrated  from  the  Palatinate  to  Germantown 
in  1685.  He  was  naturalized  in  1698.  He  married  Elizabeth  Rittenhouse. 
Records  show  that  in  1695,  he  was  the  Recorder  in  Germantown  and  served 
in  the  town  council.  However,  when  elected  as  Burgess  in  1701  he  declined 
to  accept  the  honor  for  conscientious  reasons.  Heivert  and  Elizabeth  had 
five  children,  all  daughters.  Styntia  (s. ),  Mary  (m.  Gerhard  Brownback), 
Catherine,  Gertrude  (m.  Benjamin  Howell),  Margaret  (m.  Jacob  Sheiner) 
and  Elizabeth  (1700-1728)  who  married  Jan  Jansen  and  is  a  pioneer  ancestor 
of  Ann  Cassel  Delp. 

RITTERHOUSEN,  RITTINGHOUSEN,  RITTENHOUSE 

According  to  several  authorities  William  Rittenhouse  was  born  in  1644 
and  was  the  son  of  George  and  Maria  Ritterhousen  on  the  Ruhr.  He  took 
out  citizenship  in  Holland  where  he  was  listed  as  a  paper  maker.  The  Rit¬ 
tenhouse  family  arrived  in  New  York  before  settling  in  Germantown  in  1688. 

In  America,  William  became  the  first  minister  and  bishop  in  the  Men- 
nonite  church.  He  also  built  Pennsylvania’s  first  paper  mill.  His  children 
who  emigrated  with  him  were:  Nicholas  (Claus),  Gerhard,  and  Elizabeth. 
Elizabeth  married  Heivert  Papen  and  through  the  daughter  Elizabeth  was 
a  pioneer  ancestor  of  Ann  Cassel  Delp. 

UPLINGER 

Claus  Uplinger  came  to  America  in  company  with  Dunkards  or  “Breth- 
ern”  from  Schwarzen.  According  to  an  old  record  in  the  Philadelphia  His¬ 
torical  Library,  Claus  and  wife  donated  land  for  what  is  now  known  as  the 
Harley  Burial  Grounds.  It  was  the  first  Brethren  Church  in  this  section  and 
the  second  one  in  America.  It  was  supposedly  built  in  1727  and  rebult  in 
1844.  Another  note  from  the  same  source  gave  the  following  account  of  the 
dedication  of  the  building  and  is  dated  “Christmas  1843;  sermons  by  Rev. 
William  Price,  Jacob  Reiner,  and  Jacob  Wenger.  Trustees  are,  Samuel 
Johnson  and  Yelles  Cassel.”  The  same  note  says  that  the  Burying  grounds 
are  one  hundred  years  older  than  the  meeting  house.  The  first  burial  being 
for  Claus  Uplinger  in  1730.  In  1800  ground  known  as  Harley’s  was  bought 
from  Isaac  Kline. 

The  Uplingers  had  two  children:  Nicholas  who  married  . 

Hefflefinger  is  an  ancestor  of  the  Samuel  Delp  family  through  the  Moyer, 
Kindig,  and  Krupp  families.  And  Maria  (Mary)  who  married  Jacob  Krob 
(Krupp)  was  the  mother  of  Elizabeth  wife  of  John  M.  Delp  II. 
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The  Herrite  Meeting  House 

Mennonites  have  always  been  opposed  to  war.  There  has  never  been  a 
question  about  their  stand  on  nonresistance  as  related  to  war.  In  the  new 
country  the  early  church  fathers  faced  a  unique  problem.  When  they 
entered  this  country  it  was  a  haven  for  religious  liberty,  and  they  had 
promised  their  loyalty  to  the  King  of  England  who  was,  in  a  way,  their 
benefactor.  However,  there  were  a  few  members  who  had  the  foresight  to 
see  that  in  the  struggle  for  independence  they  would  ultimately  have  to 
support  the  American  Government  by  paying  their  taxes.  Because  of  these 
convictions  one  Mennonite  minister,  Christian  Funk,  a  miller,  and  all  who 
sympathized  with  him  were  excommunicated.  This  small  group  first  met  in 
private  homes.  As  time  went  on  and  Rev.  Funk  was  not  reinstated  (even 
after  the  American  government  was  recognized  and  all  were  paying  their 
taxes)  a  small  building  was  put  up  on  the  Moyer  property.  All  those  who 
worshipped  there  were  called  “Funkites.” 

After  the  death  of  Christian  Funk  this  sect  grew  smaller  and  became 
extinct  in  1850.  Many  of  the  members  had  gone  to  the  Brethren  Church  and 
some  to  the  Franconia  Mennonite,  but  a  few  still  loyal  to  Funk  refused  to 
commune  elsewhere.  Around  this  time  a  former  minister  from  Lancaster 
came  into  this  community  and  was  established  as  the  pastor.  His  name 
was  Herr  and  that  is  the  reason  for  the  name  “Herri-House.”  Because  of  his 
extreme  views,  many  left  his  church. 

The  Moyers  no  longer  supported  the  church  and  so  the  building  was 
moved  to  the  present  location  opposite  the  Delp  Burial  ground.  The  last 
Herrite  service  was  held  in  1918.  The  building  and  the  grave  yard  had 
fallen  into  a  state  of  neglect,  hlntil  a  non-profit  corporation  was  organized 
and  incorporated  in  1957.  They  hope  to  create  a  sufficient  fund  to  provide 
for  the  upkeep  of  the  graveyard  and  the  building.  A  combination  Memorial 
and  Historical  service  has  been  held  annually  since  1957.  The  little  white 
church  and  the  burial  grounds  have  once  more  taken  on  a  look  of  respect¬ 
ability.

Whereas,  I  George  Delp  and  Elizabeth  my  wife,  are  getting  old,  feeble,  it 
was  mutually  agreed  by  a  Parole  agreement  by  the  Elders  of  the  Mennonite 
Congregation  of  Lower  Salford,  that  the  Elders  of  said  Congregation  will 
provide  for  all  our  wants,  such  as  meat,  drink,  clothes,  and  whatsoever  is 
necessary  for  our  living  or  maintenance  during  the  terms  of  our  lives  if 
occasion  should  require  for  which  I  am  very  thankful  for  the  same. 

To  my  grandson  George  Delp  the  wood  lot  of  2  acres  on  the  Branch  Hill.
